Chicago, Dec. 31.—Statewide pro- 


hibition of the sale and manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors will become 
effective in seven states at midnight 
tonight, putting out of 
business 


more than 3,000 
saloons, a 
large 


number 
ot 
breweries, 
wholesale 


liquor houses and distilleries. 


According to figures offered by the 


Anti-Saloon League of America the 
addition of the seven states that go 
"dry" tomorrow win Drmg the tot- 
al of prohibition states in the union 
to nineteen. 


The states which are to enter the 


dry columns are 
Iowa, Colorado, 


Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Arkan- 
sas and South Carolina. 'Many conn- 
ties in all of the seven states have 
prohibited the sale of liquor for a 
number of years, under local option 
lavs. 


In Colorado, district attorneys at 


a recent meeting agreed that techni- 
cally the constitutional prohibition 
amendment and enforcing 
statute 


do not become effective until mid- 
night, January 1, but it was also de- 
cided that the expiration of all liquor 
license at midnight tonight will ren- 
der liquor sales on New Years day 
unlawful. According to one author- 
ity 'between $2,000,000 and $3,000,- 
"000 nave been expended for liquor 
in Colorado within the last week.

naptha lamp at the plant 
of 
the 


American Linseed company in South 
Chicago, today brought death 
and 


injury to a number of employes, 
jeopardizing the lives 
of 
firemen 


and caused a fire which threatened 
the destruction of the plant of the 
company. 
Two hours after the ex- 


plosion the coroner was told by the 
police at the scene that eight men 
had been killed and as many more 
injured. 
Earlier reports placed the 


dead at from fifteen to twenty. 


The inflammable nature of 
the 


products manufactured there made 
the blaze difficult to fight and time 
after time the firemen were forced 
from their stations by dense clouds 
of smoke. 


The plant was known as the Cleve- 


land Linseed Oil company, a branch 
of the American Linseed 
company, 


and consisted of four 
four-story 


buildings. 
The flames demolished 


the interior of all four 
buildings, 


leaving only the walls standing. 


The surface of the Calumet river 


was coated with flaming oil, hinder- 
ing the work of the fire tugs. 


More than 100 men were working 


in the plant when the explosion oc- 
curred*, according to officials of the 
company. 


At the first alarm 
fifteen

companies were sent to the 
plant. 


Workmen who escaped injured in the 
explosion hurried from

"Hundreds of feeble ^minded per- 


sons marry in Ohio every year," said 
Dr. Haines, "and the cost of caring 
for their offspring falls on the com- 
munity.

ered feeble minded, but only 'queer' 
yet tho disastrous results are 
the 
same."

Every Chinaman pays a visit to each 


of his superiors and receives one from 
eacli of bis inferiors. Images of gods 
are carried in procession to tbe beating 
of a deafening gong. 
Tbe younger 


people call upon the elder. Children 
call upon their parents; pupils pay tbeir 
respects to tbeir teachers. A light col- 
lation is offered every visitor, but, it 
Is to be noted, no wine is served. 


Tea takes the place of any strong 


drink. In China gentlemen never call 
upon tbe ladies, but upon each otber, 
and the women also make social visits 
among themselves. 


Nor is one obliged, happily, to make 


all his calls on one day, for all calls 
made before the 15th of tbe month 
are considered correct. These calling 
customs have obtained in China from 
earliest ages.—Leslie's Weekly.
